which would do away with the ne- 
cessity of his coming in after it; 
while ou the other hand, if he c 
after it, he would probably pur- 
chase many other articles while in 
•towD. That is the merchant's side 
of it. But suppose the farmer did 
not have the advantage of having 
the article carried out to him by 
the carrier, isn't it probable that 
he would do without it rather than 
lose the time necessary to drive in 
after it? If so, then the merchant 
would lose a sale, or it would be 
delayed until the farmer came in to 
make other purchases. Then again. 

a man living in the country de- 
sired the carrier to bring out some 
thing from one of the stores, he 
would expect to pay for it when de- 
livered by the carrier. Every mer- 
chant has a hankering after cash 
sales. All will admit this. Sup- 
pose some one in a family may be 
ill, a drugstore is rung up by the 
family physician and a prescrip- 
tion is ordered to be rilled and sent 
out by the carrier. It reaches the 
one for whom it is prepared in time 
and a trip to town is unnecessary.
